RAID IS ON KELLY HALL. 


Thieves Clamber Up the Bay 
Window of the Building 
and Enter at the Sec- 

ond Story. 


THUGS BIND WOMAN VICTIM. 


Porch-climbers last night invaded Kelly 
Hall, one of the dormitories for women at the 
University of Chicago, and, after secur- 
ing their booty, escaped through a tun- 
nel which connects the building with the 
other dormitories. They carried with them 
$150 worth of jewelry belonging to two stu- 
dents. The burglary took place*while the 
coeds were at dinner. Therobber or robbers 
climbed the bay window and entered a sec- 
ond story window. 

The victims of the burglars were: 

Miss Edith C. Bellamy; lost a watch, 4 family 


heirloom, valued at $100. 
E. Williamson; robbed of heavy gold 


opera chain, valued at $50. 

An open window over the bay window of 
the hall, facing on the campus, showed that 
the porch-climbers had clambered to the top 
of the window and entered the hall at the 
second story. Making their way along the 
corridor, they entered the rooms of Misses 
Bellamy and Williamson, who, with their 
fellow-students, were eating dinner. The 
burglars evidently were scared away, for 
several other rooms, the doors of which were 
wide open, were not molested. 

A slamming of the door that leads to the 
basement Where the tunnel to the other 
dormitories begins startled some of the stu- 
dents, but little heed was paid to it at the 
time. It is now thought that the marauders, 
who evidently were well acquainted with the 
interior of the hall, fied at some unusual 
noise and sought safety by means of the 
tunnel, which is used mostly for the con- 
veyance of vegetables and the communica- 
tion of servants between the halls. . 


Another Haul by Climbers. 

The residence of Danie] H. Kochersperger, 

former County Treasurer, at 3989 Drexel 
boulevard, was visited by porch eclimbers 
while the family was at dinner on Christmas 
eve, Crawling along through the well lighted 
corridor adjacent to the dining-room, the 
burglar opened a closet, and securing a seal- 
skin jacket and a few small trinkets, valued 
at §250, made his escape without detection. 
i the burglary was discovered the open 
windbu off the reception-room showed how 
the burglar had entered. While the man was 
in the house a companion watched outside. 
The latter was noticed by neighbors, walking 
up and down in front of the place, but he was 
well-clad, and created no suspicion. 


Robbers Bind and Gag Woman. 

Three masked burglars attacked Mrs. Al- 
bert Weimar of Blue Island, III., in her room, 
gagged and bound her hand and foot. Then, 
while she lay helpless, they searched the 
house and escaped with $55. ~ 

Weimar went out early on Wednesday even- 
ing to visit friends, leaving his wife with a 
stepson, John Arnold, and several little chil- 
dren, All retired at 9 o’clock, Mrs. Weimar 
sleeping on the first floor with the children 
and Arnold in a room on the floor above. 
About 10:30 o’clock Mrs. Weimar awoke and 
saw three masked men in the room. One 
pointed a revolver at her, while the others 
bound her. 


The men seemed well acquainted with the 


house and after they had thrown her from 
the bed to the floor, searched the mattress, 
securing the money, and then examined 
the bureau drawers and closets. ‘Finding 
nothing more, they fied. 


Confesses to Systematic Robbery. 

The young wife of Herman Miller, 2525 
Forty-fifth street, confessed to Policeman 
Fox of the New City Police Station yesterday 
that her husband and D. Burrows had stolen 
nearly $4,000 worth of goods from down-town

FORTY-NINE CHILDREN 
TO BE DROWNED 
NEAR AN IOWA TOWN. 


Telephonic Messages Report Death of 
Large Number of Skaters at Foster— 
Repeated Attempts to Confirm the 
Story Result in Failure. | 


Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 28, 2 a. m.—Telephone 
messages since midnight report that forty- 
nine children were drowned at o o’clock last 
night at Foster, Ia. 

The report stated the children were skating 
on a pond near the fair grounds. The ice 
being thin gave way under the weight and 
the victims were engulfed. 

There is no way to communicate with What 


Cheer, the t telegraph or telephone 
station to Foster, until morning. The re- 
port is not believed to thy true.

TEAM ROLLERS HOT 


| 


Practice of City Administration Has 
Been to Pay an Engineer and a 
Night Watchman on Each Machine 
During the Cold Months When the 
Ground Has Been Frozen, for the 
Purpose 7 Keeping the Water from 


d engineers who keep up fires 


Watchmen 
all winter on city’s idle steam rollers need 
now expect no pay for extra time if their 


faithfulness shpuld cause them to put in coal 
for more than eight hours ata stretch. In the 
opinion of the Appellate Court, two men are 
sufficient to maintain a fire twenty-four 
hours each winter day under these several 
boilers during that period of the year when 
in the latitude of 42° north, all well regulated 
steam rollers have ceased to be a burning 


necessity for the care of the thoroughfares. 


This view of municipal economy is one 
which has been recently adopted in the City 
Hall, after its able expounding in the recently 
published decisions of the Illinots Appellate 
Court, ninetleth volume thereof. That decis- 
fon was written by Presiding Justice Horton 
in the case of William Burke against the City 
of Chicago, 


Ready for Service in Winter. 

It now appears that during last winter 
and the winter before the city’s steam rollers 
were kept in service, regardless of wind or 
weather. When the streets were frozen 
eo hard that an impression could be scarce- 
ly made with dynamite, the fires burned 
brightly in the boilers of those useful and 
overworked machines. An engineer was on 
duty to operate them, and at night a watch- 
man came to see that the fires did not go 
out and the water freeze up. . 

Week in week out, when the northwest 
winds blew zero, the faithful guardians of 
the city’s steam rollers did not desert their 
post of duty. They kept up the fires, and 
thus saved the boilers from freezing.“ 


Burke Was Dissatisfied. 
Had it not been for one William Burke, one 
of the faithful watchmen, all this care might 
have passed unnoticed. Burke also caused 
some supervision to be taken by the Public 
Works department, and the same care is not 
being taken of all the steam rollers this win- 
ter, when the ground is frozen solid. It is 
said that some of the boilers have been bored 
and drain-cocks put in, so that the water can 
be drawn off. In this way the city’s property 
is preserved almost as well as if fires were 


kept up all winter, with an engineer and a 


watchman to keep the fires going. 
Burke was not satisfied with a good thing 


as watchman of a steam roller which was | 


not being used for weeks at a time in zero 
weather. He wanted extra pay for remain- 
ing around the boiler more than eight hours 
every night. The city thought he was not 
entitled to extra pay, and he began suit. Be- 
fore Judge Hanecy he won pay for all the 
extra hours he testified he was engaged in 
keeping the boiler from freezing. 


Judge Horton’s Decision. 

The city appealed, and when the case came 
before the Appellate Court Judge Horton 
had a few remarks to make regarding the 
merite of the claim. The more N af his 
comments were: 

“Why that roller was kept on the streets 

all winter and a fire kept under the boiler 
during the day and all the cold nights at a 
season when the streets were so frozen that 
the said roller, if run over them, would make 
no impression; and why an engineer was 
kept on such roller days and a watchman 
nights, both drawing salaries from the pub- 
lic funds all that winter, does not appear 
from this record. Yet such is the testimony 
and there is no attempt to show anything to 
the contrary. 
We are cut off from a review of the evi- 
dence because of the manner in which the 
case was submitted to the trial court, as 
already shown, and no evidence is presented 
by those representing the city which might 
be reviewed by this court tending to sustain 
or justify the hiring of men to watch and keep 
fired up all winter a machine which every- 
body knows cannot be usefully employed 
during a considerable part of every winter 
geason.”’ 

The case was remanded to the lower court 
for a retrial, which has not yet taken place.

After 
making the rounds of the saloons of Wichita 
last night and warning the proprietors that 
the places would be raided if found open this 


morning. Mrs. Carrie Nation, wife of a prom- 


inent lawyer of Medicine Lodge and Presi- 
dent of the Barber County Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union, raided thé saloon at- 
tached to the fashionable Carey Hotel and 
destroyed property to the value of at least 


$5,000. She entered th prey 
of stones and remark “Td Tenet eke make 


a noise and have come to the place where 
the noise will be the loudest.” 

Then, before she could be prevented from 
doing so, she began throwing stones in every 
direction, and with an iron rod smashed the 
bottles of whisky and other oe ra all 
the glass about the place. 


Smashes Everything in Sight. 

A large French plate ay bay 1228 feet 
and valued at $1,200, was ied to small 
fragments. A life-size painting represent - 
ing Cleopatra entering her dath and for 
which the proprietor two weeks ago refused 
$1,500, is also a total wreck. A partition con- 
structed of painted art glass hasa few pieces 
remaining to tell of its former beauty.

The developments came to light during the 
day through the interest taken in the case 
by ‘a citisen in the northwestern portion of 
Omaha, far away from the house to which 
the boy was taken by theabductors. Hesaw 
a description of the pony in the morning 
papers, and decided to telephone Chief Don- 
ahue his suspicions. When he called the 
Chief told him to come to the office, as he 
could not talk to him over the phone. A 
little later the man appeared. He said his 
name was B. F. Warren, and his home 3319 
Grandavenue. He believed he was the owner 
of the pony now held by Goodrich at Pacific 
Junction. The Chief began questioning the 
man closely, and learned Warren had sold 
the pony on Dec. 10 to Daniel Burris, who lives 
at the same number with his daughter, Mrs. 
Thomas B. Cooper. 


Tells Story of Pon} Trade. 

Burris was found and in the presence of 
Chief Donahue and Mr. ‘Warren he told the 
following story: 

“On the evening of Dec. 13,” said Mr. Bur- 
ris, who is 65 years of age, two men drove 
up to the house in a buggy and asked if any 
one lived there who had a pony to sell. I 
was leaving to go down-town in somewhat of 
a hurry, and told them te come back the fol- 
lowing day. 

The next day, Friday, Dec. 14, they came 
again, driving up in the old buggy they had 
come in the night before. I observed this 
vehicle closely and saw it was a top buggy 
which had n hard usage. The men trav- 
eled with the top down, as if desirous of at- 
tracting as little attention té it as possible. 
One of the men was of light complexion, with 
a light mustache. The other was not quite 
so tall. I would say he was 65 feet 8 inches in

Boston Furnishes Supposed Clew. 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 27.—The Boston police 
have eviderice which leads thém to think that 
Pat Crowe and the other man who is wanted 
on a charge of kidnaping young Cudahy are 
on the Warren liner Michigan bound for 
Liverpool, and a cable containing that in- 
formation has been sent to the Scotland Yard 
detectives, who will be on the Liverpool 
docks when the steamer arrives. 

Just before the Michigan sailed from the 
Hoosac tunnel dock last Saturday two men, 
who acted so suspiciously as to attract at- 
tention and who answered to the descrip- 
tions of Crowe and the other supposed kid- 
naper, boarded the steamer with a large 
amount of baggage. The steamer sailed in 
a short time, but not before word of the 
presence of the strangers had been sent to 
police headquarters. 

A Nantasket Beach watchman has report- 
ed to the police that he saw at the beach a 
big stranger, dressed like a Western cattle- 
man, and carrying a big old carpet bag. He 
asked for a boatman to row him out to an 
outgoing vessel, and said he would pay al-

It is pre- 
sumed that the abductors of young Cudahy 
placed the gunny sack behind the tree, mean- 
ing to use it in carrying the gold away in 
case the gold was not brought to the place 
in a grain sack. 

The finding of an undershirt sleeve near 
the lantern in Paddock Grove has developed 
an important clew, according to the police. 
The armhole is partially sewed up, and in 
such a manner as to indicate that the sleeve 
was a part of a garment worn by a one-armed 
person. The sewing is done with large-sized 
yarn, perhaps, and has the appearance of 
having been done for some time. 

One theory advanced by the police is that 
the sleeve is part of a shirt belonging toa 
South Omaha young man who has figured in 
several escapades, for one of which he is now 
doing a term in jail. It is believed the sleeve 
was originally taken from this young man’s 
house, which is not many blocks from the 
Melrose Hill house. 


Want Strict Law in Missouri. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 27.—At a meeting of 
the prosecuting officers of the State of Mis- 
souri, held here today, a resolution was 
adopted to recommend to the State Legisla- 
ture the passage of a law making kidnaping 
a capital crime. 

Topeka, Kas., Dec. 27.—It is likely that the 
Kansas law against kidnaping will be amend- 
ed this winter, attorneys and others being 
‘of the opinion that the punishment provided 
by the present statute is not sufficient for the 
crime. The law as it now stands fixes the 
maximum penalty for kidnaping at confine- 
ment and hard labor ig the penitentiary fora 
term of ten years.

Scranton, Pa., Crowd Attacks Street 
Car, but Ex-Employes Help Pre- 
serve Peace. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 2 27.—The first blow 
struck in the street car men’s strike was re- 
ceived this evening by William Patterson, 
the new superintendent of the Scranton Rail- 
way company. Teamsters blocked the car 
he was running and breaker boys and street 
urchins assaulted it with potatoes. When 
the car reached strike headquarters the 
strikers boarded it and attempted to take 
off the crew.

Monday, has prepared the following state- 
ment of his case: 

The writer is cited to appear before a Trial board 
of the Chicago Postoffice in answer to- of 
insubordination. On Monday, Dec. 24, at 10a. m., 
about a dozen experienced employés of the registry 
division, including myself, applied to the Buperin- 
tendent for permiasion to rest. These men had 
worked from 8 p. m. on Saturday night to noon on 
Sunday, sixteen hours, and from 9 p. m. on Sunday 
night until 10 a. m. on Monday, thirteen hours, 
with a resting period, in which they did not obtain 
an average of six hours sleep. 

These excessive hours of la followed almost 
as many each night for two or weeks pre- 
ceding. They had worked, in fact, an average 0 of 
eighty-four hours a week, or twelve hours 
and night, Sundays included, for forty-eight hours’ 
pay per week, computed by the eight-hour law. 
They were utterly worn out and unable to do any 
more effective Work, and proceeded to the Super- 
intendent and requested relief, I joined them as 
they went into hisroom. He refused to listen or to 
re semen 4 their appeal, and ordered them to return 


Refusal to Continue. 


A half-hour later, with one witness, I returned 
to the Superintendent’s room and formally refused 
to continue at work. I then left the Postoffice 
without seeing any of my associates, and went 
home. I had nothing to do with their action, from 
beginning to end of the matter. My refusal was 
made on my sole responsibility, with the deliberate 
purpose of learning what my rights and those of 
my associates are in the service of the Chicago 
Postoffice. 

It is claimed that the imposition of these hours of 
labor were necessary; that no experienced clerks 
could be found to — relief, and that there was 
no more room available for working more help.

SAYS CANAL IS CLASS PROJECT. 


Paul Morton Declares the Nicaraguan 
Waterway Would Damage Commer- 
cial Interests of Interior. 


Paul Morton, Second Vice President of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railway, 18 
sued a statement yesterday in which he holds 
that while the construction of the proposed 
Nicaraguan canal would prove of great bene- 
fit to the Atlantic coast cities, it would be at 
the expense of the cities of the interior. 

The Nicaraguan canal will undoubtedly be 
built,” says Mr. Morton, and it will prob- 
ably cost upwards of $300,000,000.. This will. 
be $4 per capita for every man, woman, and 
child in the United States. It will likely take 
ten years to construct, and may in time prove 
to be of great benefit to the people living 
along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. As 
surely as it helps the cities along the sea- 
coast, just so sure will it damage cities in 
the interior of the country. 

A large share of the business now done 
by Chicago, St. Louis, and other important 
inland cities with the Pacific coast will be 
transferred to the merchants and manufac- 
turers located on the Atlantic coast. They 
will secure low rates via an all-water route, 
owing to the canal, which will be built by 
taxing the entire people of the country. All 
will pay the taexs; a few will get the benefits, 
and many jobbers and manufacturers and 
other citizens of the interior will be dam- 
aged. 

There is no doubt t New Orleans and 
other gulf cities will grow on account of the 
canal, but it will be at the expe of Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City, ando simi- 
lar markets. 

The people of the Parific coast think they 
are going to be benefited by the construction 
of the canal. There ig little doubt about 
this, although the mer ts and manufac- 
turers at San Francisco and Puget Sound 
points must not forget that it will be just 
as far from the Pacific| coast to Yokohama 
and Hongkong after the canal is finished as 
it is now, and much less distance from New 
York. The moment canal is open and 
ready for business rates from the Atlantic 
seaboard to points in the Orient will be 
greatly reduced, and at times will be as low 
from New York as they will be from San 
Francisco.

BLOCKS A VIADUCT. 


BARRICADES THE UNSAFE RAN- 
DOLPH STREET STRUCTURE. 
Fear of Possible Fatalities Results in 
an Order That Traffic Shall Be Di- 
verted from the Bridge Which 
Spans the Pennsylvania and 5t. 
Paul Tracks—Means Further Con- 
gestion of Lake Street—Failure of 
Compromise Is Responsible. 


With a view of averting possible fatalities, 
the city last night closed to all teams 
the Randolph street viaduct over the 
Pennsylvania and Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul tracks. 48 the street 
is one of the heavy traffic thor- 
oughfares from the down-to district to 
the West Side, the closing order will add to 
the congestion of Lake street. 

The viaduct will remain closed until the 
Council reaches a compromise with the rall- 
road companies regarding the building of a 

The viaduct had reached a condition which 
prompted the city engineer’s office to refuse 
to be longer responsible. The danger to 
teaming increased daily, and there seemed 
no prospect of the Council agreeing to the 
terms upon which the railroad companies 
might put in a new structure. A new via- 
duct has been built in Pittsburg, and awaits 
the decision of the Council. 

The fatal lesson of the Ogden avenue 
duct made thé city officials unwilling to 
take chances on any of the structures which 
are falling into decay. The period for which 
the Randolph street viaduct will be out of 
service is indefinite, but it is thought that 
the Council will be forced into action by rea- 
son of the fact that an important traffic 
thoroughfare has been obstructed. 

The improvement of the viaduct has been 
tied up in the Council Committee of Streets 
and Alleys West since summer. The Penn- 
Sylvania company has asked that it be per- 
mitted to increase the grade eight inches. 
As it is maintained that the grade already 
is too steep for heavy wagons on rainy days, 
the committee refused to. grant the permit, 
and insisted that the company should lower 
its tracks. This was said to be impossible on 
account of sewers under the tracks. . 
A Gompromise was effected between th 
city engineer’s office and the company by 
which the increasé was made six inches, 
The committee refused to accept this. The 
fight against the company has been made by 
Aldermen Brennan and Conlon. 

The railroad company maintained that the 
increase in the grade was necessary to ad- 
just the new viaduct to the Randolph street 
bridge. 

While the viaduct is closed to teams, it 
will be open to pedestrians. | 


PLANTERS FIGHT THE TRUST. 


A. A. Brown Tells of Banana Growers’ 
Tactics in Jamaica—Combine 
Not in Control. 
“The United Fruit company, popularly 
known as the banana trust,’ never can con- 
trol the output.of that fruit from Jamaica.” 
This statement was made yesterday by A. 
Augustus Brown, a fruit-grower of Port 
Antonio, Jamaica. Mr. Brown has been a 
guest.of J. V. Piazza of this city, leaving last 


They advertise to do it,“ said Mr. Brown, 
“but the statement is misleading. There 
are many large banana growers in Jamaica 
who will sell only a part of thefr fruit to 
the ‘trust,’ because they realize the neces- 
sity of keeping the independent buyer in the 
market. So strong is the feeling against the 
trust that growers refuse higher bids from 
the trust than the independent buyers can 
afford to give. ' 

„Commerce between JamafGa and the 
United States is on the increase. Our ex- 
ports to this country are now about $30,000,- 
000 annually and we import large quantities 
of American foodstuffs, mainly corn meai. 
Jamaica is also a large user of American ma- 
chinery. But the traffic between the two 
countries might be larger. It would be a 
great help to us if our oranges were admitted 
free of duty until, say, Dec. 15, about which 
time the Chicago market begins receiving 
fruit from California. As it is now, Jamaica 
cannot compete with Florida. 

I strongly favor a reciprocity treaty be- 
tween the United States and Jamaioa, and 
hope yet to see it. : 

“Trade relations between England and 
Jamaica are being encouraged and fostered 
by both governments. The newest thing in 
this line is the establishment of a steamship 
line between Kingston and Bristol by Elder, 
Dewster & Co., subsidized by the English and 
Jamaican governments to the extent of $100,- 
000 a year. This line will start in February 
with four steamers, taking fruit to England 
and returning with freight. 

„We are looking forward hopefully to the 
construction of the Nicarauguan Canal. It 
would give employment to our labor, which 
can be had at from 36 to 60 cents a day.“

Convention of the West- 
ern Naturalists. 


SAYS SALT Is A FACTOR. 


Fish Eggs Developed by the Im- 
parting of a Mild Elec- 
tric Shock. 


MEN OF SCIENCE CONVENE. 


Fifty or sixty naturalists from all parts of 
the West gathered yesterday in the Zo- 
ology Building of the University’of Chicago 
in their second annualemeeting. As was ex- 
pected, Dr. Jacques Loeb’s paper on “ Ar- 
tificial Parthenogenesis proved the most in- 
teresting of the day. He told in detail of 
his experiments in the artificial production 
of life from the eggs of starfish and other 
creatures, and said that while he had con- 
fined his experiments to a few kinds of 
eggs all those he has tried have proved 
to be capabl®of artificial parthenogenesis. 

„would first wash the female creature 
in sea water ten or twelve times,“ said Dr. 
Loeb, and then place it in running water 
for twenty-four hours. Then, with steril- 
ized instruments prepared, I placed the 
creature which contained the eggs in dis- 
tilled and sterilized water and drew out.the 
eggs by suction. The eggs were then put 
in sterilized sea water. 7 

Tou will see that I used sterilized sea 
water throughout. The eggs were care- 
fully examined to make sure that they had 
not yet started to develop, as, in that case, 
the object of our work would be defeated. 
The eggs were next placed in a solution of 
sea water and salt and left in it for two 
hours. At the end of that time the eggs 
were taken out, and in thirty minutes began 
to develop. I have found the eggs can also 
be developed by placing them in a solution 
of sea water and potassium chloride. I 

xt tried putting the eggs first in a solu- 
tion of potassium chloride and then in the 
sea water, and the same results were se- 
cured. All other chlorides tried had no ef- 
fect. 

“This development is caused, I believe, 
by the imparting of an electric shock by 
the substances which I had placed in the 
water. In most cases this development is 
slow. No attempts were made to nourish 
the embryo. 

The experiments are not far enough de- 
veloped to arrive at any definite conclu- 
sion regarding this subject, and I do not 
know how far we shall be able to go in the 
work of artificial production of life.“ 


Tells of Cave Salamanders. 


‘Another paper of interest was that of C. H. 
Eigenmann of the University of Indiana on 
the subject of, Cave Salamanders,’ which 
he illustrated with living specimens. 

Professor Eigenmann said that only three 
varieties are known, and that two of these 
had been found in the last ten years. The 
salamanders never go farther than 150 yards 
into the caves. The eyes are extremely mi- 
nute and the color is of a disappearing nature. 

The latest species is called the Twilight 
Salamander and is found in Missouri and 
Indiana around artesian wells. When placed 
in the light the color disappears, the skin 
growing darker. 


Mathematicians Also Meet. 


In the building adjoining the one where the 
zodlogists and botanists were holding their 
meeting the mathematicians were discussing 
The Congruences of Twisted Curves,“ 
The Uniformity of Continuity.“ the Geo- 
desic Lines on Anchor Rings,“ and other 
involved subjects dealing with the higher 
mathematics. Twenty-five or thirty mathe- 
maticians, representing universities from 
Indiana to California, were present. The 
mathematicians will continue their delibera- 
tions today with the naturalists as neighbors.

CHEMISTS FEAR BEER POISON. 


Opening Session of American Society 
Productive of an Argument on | 


the Beverage. 


The possibility of arsenical poisoning in 
beer was the topic of popular interest at the 
opening session of the convention of the 
American Chemical society at Lewis Insti- 
tute yesterday morning. The 100 chemists 
from all parts of the country turned from 
discourses on atoms and elements and joined 
in the argument growing out of the recent 
wholesale poisoning in England. 

Dr. Edward Gudeman charged the 
with willfully introducing into beer ar- 
senical antiseptic to prevent the fermenta- 
tion of the beverage from progressing too 
far, and his assertion proved the sensation 
of the session. 

1 have never been satisfied,” said 1 
Gudeman, who is a Chicago chemist, with 
the explanation of the arsenical poisoning 
which is said to have caused the deaths of 
beer drinkers in England. It isa well-known 
fact that glucose is used in the manufac- 
ture of beer, and sulphuric acid is used in 
the production of glucose from starch. 
Therefore it is claimed that the arsenic got 
into the beverage through the agency of the 
acid in the glucose. 

My experiments so far have disproved 
that theory almost conclusively. I have ascer- 
tained the amount of glucose,acid,and arsenic 
which might be held in beer under the condi- 
tions related by the English reports, and I 
find that the amount is almost infinitesimal. 
A person would have to drink more than 240 
gallons of beer to get enough arsenic to kill 
him. 

It is my opinion, however, that the brew- 
ers of that English beer, and perhaps the 
brewers of other beers, introduce into the 
vats an arsenical antiseptic intended to pre- 
vent the beverage from fermenting too long 
and thereby keeping it in its best condition. 
This antiseptic would be manifestly a poison, 
and the practice of brewers using any such 
article should investigated and prohib- 
Ited.“ 

Several other chemists spoke on the ques- 
tion, urging that all beer and other brewed 
liquors should bo thoroughly analyzed to 
protect the consumers from danger of pol- 
son. 

A. C. Hale, Secretary of the society, read 
a paper by Charles L. Parsons of New Hamp- 
shire College, Durham, N. H., in which a 
recipe was given for distinguishing oleomar- 
garine from butter. The sample, the writer 
said, should be placed in bolling milk and 
cooled, being stirred during the process. If 
the fat collects into a ball the sample is oleo- 
margarine; if not, it is butter. 
In the afternoon the members of the so- 
ciety visited local points of interest, while in 
the evening the delegates dined at the Audi- 
torium, and President McMurtrie delivered 
an address on Condition. Prospects, and 
Future Educational Requirements of the 
Chemical Industries.“ The lecture was fol- 
lowed by a smoker at the Technical club.

PRISON FOR KILLING HUSBAND. 


Mrs. May Schmidt Admits Guilt and 
Is Sentenced Under the Inde- 


Mrs. May Teresa Josephine Schmidt, who 
shot and killed her husband, Peter Schmidt, 
at 1238 North Marshfield avenue, on Nov. 
11, yesterday pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
before Judge Gibbons, and was sentenced to 
the penitentiary under the indeterminate 
law. Under the sentence she may be kept 
in the prison from one to fourteen years. 

The woman declared that she was driven 
to desperation by the cruelties of a hus- 
band. After hearing her story the State's 
Attorney made no objection to changing the 
charge of murder to manslaughter and rec- 
ommending the prisoner to the clemency of 
the court.
